introduction of new principles, derogatory of

miinicatrd, and will dpveiope thefr princi- 
ples and pra<5\ict$; v.hich are producing the 
moft ruinous ' ffcfts on our lawful commerce 
and navigation. 


T h e right of a nctstral to carry on commer- 
cial intercouifc with every part of tlic do- 
minions of t belligcient, pernilued by tiie 
lav^s of the country (ilith 
the exception of 
blockaded ports, and contraband of war) was 
believed to have been decided between Great- 
Britain and the United States, by the fen- 
tencc of their conimiflioners, mutually ap- 
pointed to decide on that t n d other queilions 
of difference bettteen the t w o nations ; aud 
by the aitusl payment of th« damages award- 
ed by them tgai»{l Great-Britain, for 
the 
infraftiona of that right. 
W h e n , therefore, 
it was perceived that the famt principle rtdi 
revived, with others more novel, and txtend-

On the imprefsment of our fcainen, ou rre- 
monftrances have never been intcrniitted.—A 
hope exifted at one moment, of an

mcntwhich mighc have been fubmiticd to,but 
it foon paffed away, and the praftice, though 
relaxed at tinrics in the diftant feas, has been 
conliantly puri'ucd in tliofc in our nrigfibur- 
houd.

and by the 
introdtiOion of new principles, drrogatoty of 
the tights of neutrals, and unacknowledged 
by the ufage of nations. 
The memorials of feveral bodies of mer­ 
chants of the United States are now com- 
rn tin ic a; rd, and will develope their princi­ 
ples and pra<flic-s. which are producing the 
m>ft ruinous 
on our lawful commerce 
and navigation. 
Th* right of a neutral to cxrry on commer­ 
cial intercomfe with every part of the do­ 
minions o f ft belligerent, permitted by the 
laws of the country (with the exception of 
blockaded ports, and contraband of war) was 
believed to have been decided between Great- 
Britain and the United S tilt s , by the fen- 
tence of their commiflioners, mutually ap­ 
pointed to decide on that tnd other queilions 
of difference between the tw o nations ; aud 
by the i£tusl payment of th* damages award­ 
ed by them agami! G r e a t -Britain, for the 
infra&ioni o f that right. 
W h en , therefore,

“ *T he ib m of the cafe is. that whilit Spain 
was at v t ar with Great-Bi itaiii, this vtlTel, 
owned by a citizen of the United States, 
brought a cargo of Spanifh produce, purihaf- 
ed at die Havatinah, from that place to 
Chat teflon* where I Lr cargo was landed, e x ­ 
cept an infjgniScant portion c f i : , *r.d the 
duties paid, or fecured, according to law, in 
like manner as they arc required to be paid, 
or fecured, on a like cargo, from whatever 
port, meant for home consumption : that the 
ccrga remained oa land about three weeks, 
when it was re-flapped for Barcelona, in old 
Spam, and the duties drawn back, with a 
deduction of three and a half per cent, as ii 
permitted to imported articles in all caff*, 
at ary time within one year, under certain 
regulations which were purfurd in this cafe ;

armed to protect the convoys ; and con­ 
tra ts entered into between Deffalines, and 
American merchants, for the fupply of arms 
and ammunition ¡—That a vefTcl had been 
feiaed on her outward bound paiTage from 
St. Domingo for New-Yoik, who had con­ 
voyed into a revolted part of the iiland, three 
cargoes of gunpowder ; and that other aAs 
of equal violence againft every fyftem of 
peace and good friendfliip»were fo frequently 
committed, and fo generally known, that 
it was impoSble for the adminiftration 
of the United States any lovger to tolerate 
or permit them.** 
This letter concludes 
with the following appeal to the juftice uf

“ W ithout doubt the

Neither your government norhismajefty can 
be any longer indifferent to it : and as the 
ferioufnefs of the fa£ls. which occafion this 
complaint, obliges his majefty to confjder as 
good prise every thing which fliall enter the 
ports of St. Domingo,occupied by the rebels, 
and
